ORDER 


In the G. O. read as third paper above Government issued orders 
granting the following concessions to the persons who enter into inter-caste 
marriages. 

(1) Inter- caste married people will be given priority for appointinent 
through Employment Exchanges by including them as item (i) under 
category I in the G. O. read as first paper above, provided either the father 
or the mother of the candidate belongs to a Scheduled Caste or Scheduled 
Tribe community . 

(2 ) Government employees who have entered into inter -caste 
marriage will beposted to the same station . 

(3) The children born of inter -caste marriages will be allowed all 
educational concessions given to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes 
without reference to the income of the parent of such children provided 
cither the father or the mother belongs to a Scheduled Caste or Scheduled 
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Tribe , community. Representations have been received requesting for 
clarification of the above orders. The Director of Colegiate Education has 
requested for clarification of whether the orders relating to transfer 
mentioned above is applicable only if either of the parties belongs to 
Scheduled Caste/Scheduled Tribe community , whether the intention is to 
allow transfer only subject to exigencies of service or whether persons can be 
posted to the same station even by transferring out others. 

2 . Government have considered the matter and they are pleased to 
issue the following clarifications: 

(i) The concession of priority for appointment through Employment 
Exchanges will be applicable to the inter-caste ,married people provided 
one of couple belor gs to Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribe community 
and also to the children of such inter-caste married couple provided one of 
the 

parents belongs to Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribe community .. 

It is further clarified that this concession will be applicable only 
where only one of the couple is a member of Scheduled Caste or Scheduled 
Tribe. 

(ü ) . The concession of posting to the same station will be available 
to all inter-caste marriages. This concession will be applicable where the 
husband and wife are both State Government employees. If one of the 
couple is a State Government employee and the other a Central Govern 
ment employ e or an employee of an autonomous/ quasi Government body 
or even a private sector undertaking the State Government employee will 
be so accommodated in posts that the couple may be at the samestation 
or, in case this is not possible for want of an office or post at the station : 
at nearby stations . The employees will invariably be accommodated at the 
same station or nearby station , if necessary, by transferring out other 
personnel, and only where for recorded reasons such arrangement is 
impracticable the concession will not be applicable. While disturbing, a 
person for accommodating an inter-caste married employee at a particular 
station a person whose husband /wife is also a Government Servant in the 
same station should , as far as possible, not be disturbed . 

3. The concessions mentioned in para 2 above will be admissible 
even in respect of marriages which took place before the concessions were 
announced . 

4. The interpretation of the word inter-caste marriage also is involved . 
A Nambcodiris marriage in a Nair family is allowed by custom 

In such 
cascs it will not be necessary to treat the marriage as an inter- caste 
marriage. But where persons belonging to different castes marry each 
o her and where such marriage is not permitted by custom common to the 
communities , the marriage will be treated as an inter-caste marriage.

No. 316 ( E ) dated the 20th June , 
1972 , published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary , Part II, Section 3 , 
subsection ( 1) dated the 20th June, 1972 , the Government of Kerala 
hereby make the following amendment to the Kerala Foodgrains Dealers 
Licensing Order, 1967, namely : 


AMENDMENT 


In the said Order, 

after clause 11 the following shall be inserted as clause 11A namely : 

11A . Power to call for Records and issue Order - Government may 
call for and examine the records of any order passed by the licensing 
authority refusing to grant, reissue or renew a licence or cancelling or sus 
pending a licence or forefciting the security deposited by the licensee under 
the provisions of the order os of the appellate order passed by the Com 
missioner of Civil Supplies for the purpose of satisfying themselves as to the 
legality or to the propriety ofsuch order and may pass such orders in re 
ference thereto as the Government may deem fit: 


Provided that no order to the disadvantage of a person shall be passed 
under this clause unless the person concerned is given an opportunity of 
making any representation which hemay wish to make against such order .

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Explanatory Note 


( This note is not part of the amendment, but is intended to indicate 
its general purport) 

In the Kerala Foodgraids Dealers Licensing Order, 1967 there is no 
specific provision for the Government to review suo moto the orders of the 
licensing authority for satisfyiag themselves as to the legality or propriety of 
the said order and pass such order in reference thereto as they may think 
fit. It is felt that Goveroment should have the power to call for and 
examine the records of any order passed by the liceusirg authority or of 
the appellate order passed by the Commissioner of Civil Supplies for the 
purpose of satisfying themselves as to the legality or to the propriety of such 
order and to pass such orders as the Government may dcem fit. Hence the 
amendment.

The following draft of the rules which the Government of Kerala 
propose to make in exercise of the powers conferre i by sub section (2 ) of 
section 18 and sub section ( 1) of section 43 of the Plantations Labour Act, 
1951 (Central Act LXIX of 1951), and with the previous approval of the 
Central Government is hereby published as required by subsection ( 1) of 
section 43 of the said Act for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby. 


Notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken up for considera 
tion on or after 15-6-1976 and that any objection or suggestion with respec 
to the said draft which may be received from any person before the date 
specified above will be considered by the Government. Objections and 
suggestions shall be addressed to the Special Secretary to Government, 
Labour Department, Government Secretariat, Trivandrum . 


The Kerala Plantations (Welfare Officers ) Rules , 1975 


1. Short title and coramencement.-- 1). These rules may be called the 
Kerala Plantations (Welfare Officers ) Rule , 1975 . 

( 2) They shall come into force on such date as the Government may , 
by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint in this behalf 
2. Definition. In these rules, unless the context otherwise require, 
(a) " Act” means the Plantations Labour Act, 1951 (Central Act 

LXIX of 1951) ; 

( b ) the expression , " temployer” , " plantation " and " worker ” shall 
have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Act , 

(c) “ Government” means the Government of Kerala. 
3 . 

Number of Welfare Officers.-- 11) . Within six months of the date 
spccified in the notification issued under sub -rule (2 ) of rule 1, the employer 
in every plantation wherein the number of workers ordinarily employed are 
three hundred or more, shall appoint at least one Welfare Officer. 
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(2 ) Where in any plantation the number of workers ordinarily 
employed exceeds one thousand andto hundred , in addition to theWelfare 
Officer appointed under sub -rule ( 1) a Welfare Officer shall be appointed 
for every one thousand and two hundred workers or a fraction thereof in 
excess of the first one thousand and two hundred workers; 

(3 ) Where in any plantation the number of workers exceeds one thous 
and and two hundred by not more than three hundred , the Government or 
such other authority as the Govermentmay specify for the purpose, may on 
application exempt the employer in any plantation from the provisions of 
sub -rule (2 ) subject to such conditions as it or he may specify . 

(4 ) Where there are more than one Welfare Officer in a plantation , 
one of them shall be designated the Chief Welfare Officer. 

4. Qualifications. - A person shall not be cligible for appointment as a 
Welfare Officer in any plantation unless he 

(a ) possesses a Degree of a University recognised by the 
Government in this behalf; 

(b ) has obtained a Degree or Diploma in any of the Social 
Sciences from any institu ion recognised by the Government in this behalf; 
and 

(c) has adequate knowledge of the language spoken by the 
majority of the workers in the plantation where he is to be appointed : 

Provided that in the case of a person who is acting as a Welfare Officer 
at the commencement of these rules, the Goverament may, subject to such 
conditions as it may specify, rel x all or any of the aforesaid qualifications. 

5. Recruirment of Welfare Officers.- (1) The post of a Welfare Officer 
shall be advertised by the employer in any wo newspapers having wide 
circulation in the State, one of which should be an English newspaper. 

(2) The selection for appointment to the post of a Welare Officer 
shall be made from among the candidates applying for the post by a 
committee constituted by the employer . 

(3 ) The appointment when made shall be potified by the employer 
to the Government and the Chief Inspector of Plantations giving full details 
of the qualifications , age, , ay, previous experience and other relevant parti 
culars of the ofàcer appointed and the terms and conditions of his service ; 

(4) Any vacancy in the post of a Welfare Officer caused by death , 
dismissal, discharge or resignation or by any other reason shall be filled up 
by the employer within three months of the occurrence of the vacancy . 

6. Conditions of service of Welfare Officers . — 1) A Welfare Officer shall 
be given appropriate status corresponding to the status of other executive 
heads of the plantation . 

(2 ) The basic pay of a Welfare Officer shall not be less than Rs. 400 
per ioensem , provided that the salary of any Welfare Officer which at the 
commencement of tbese rules is higher than the minimum prescribed in this 
sub-rule shall not be reduced ; 
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(3 ) The conditions of service of a Welfare Officer shall be the same 
as those of other executive heads of corresponding status in the plantation : 

Provided that, in the case of discharge or dismissal, the Welfare 
Officer shall have the right of appeal to the Government whose decision 
thereon shall be binding upon the employer and Welfare Officer. 

(4) An appeal under the proviso to sub -rule (3) shall be preferred 
within thirty days from the date of receipt of the order of discharge or 
dismissal by the Welfare officer. 

(5 ) No penalty shall be imposed upon a Welfare Officer by the 
management unless he has been first informed in writing of the grounds on 
which it is proposed to take action against him and he has been afforded an 
adequate opportunity for defending himself. 

7. Duties of Welfare Officers: -- The duties of a Welfare Officer 
shall be 

(i) to establish contacts, and hold consultations with a view to 
maintaining harmonious relations between the employer and the workers; 

(ii) to bring to the notice of the employer the grievances of 
workers, individuals as well as collective with a view to securing their expe 
ditious redressal and toact as a Liaison Officer between the employer and the 
workers ; 

( iii ) to study from the point of view of Labour in order to help 
the employer to formulate labour policies of the plantation and to interpret 
their policies to the workers in a language they can understand and 
comprehend ; 

(iv ) to watch industrial relations with a view to using his 
influence in the event of a dispute arising between the employer and the 
workers and to help them to bring about a settlement by persuasive methods 
and to watch the working of collective agreement and the enforcement of 
industrial awards ; 

(v ) to advise the employer on statutory and other obligations 
concerning the application of the provisions of the Act and the rules made 
thereunder as well as other relevant labour laws; 

(vi) to promote relations between the employer and workers so 
as to bring about efficiency in production as well as amelioration in ihe 
working conditions and to help workers to adjust and adapt, thernselves to 
the working environments ; 

(vii ) to advise the employer in the matter of making provisions 
for amenities such as canteens, recreational facilities, social centres, creches 
drinking water, food stuffs , housing, sanitation and medical facilities, 
sickness benefits , gratuity and education of workers children etc. and on 
individual personnel problems! 

(viii ) to help the employer in regulating the grant of leave with 
wages and other leave privileges and to guide the wokers in the matter of 
submission of applications for grant of leave and for regulating authorised 
absence ; 
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(ix) to encourage the formation of works and joint production 
committees, co -operative societies and welfare committees and to supervise 
their work ; 

(x ) to study absenteeism and labour turnover and to suggest 
measures to be adopted for their prevention ; 

(xi) to suggest measures which will serve to raise the standards 
of living of workers and in general to promote their well -being ; 

(xii ) to deal with wage and employment matters by joint 
consultations with the employers and workers representative bodies. 

(xiii) to perform any other duty connected with the welfare of 
workers. 

8. Welfare Officers net to deal with disciplinary casese or appear on behalf 
of the employer agaist workers.--No Welfare Officer shall deal with 

any 
disciplinary case against a worker , or appear before Conciliation Officer, or 
in a Court or Tribuna ! on behalf of the employer against a worker or 
workers except when he is required by the Conciliation Officer , Court or 
Tribunal to appear as an independent witness : 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall be deemed to prohibit a worker 
from approaching the Welfare Officer in respect of a grievance arising 
out oi any case of disciplinary action against him . 

9. Powers of exemption : - the Government, may,by notification in the 
Gazette, exemp: any plantation or class of plantations from the operation 
of all or any of the provisions of these rules except sub - rule (1) of rule 3, 
subject to such conditions as may be speciied ;

Hospital per 1000 workers served and each bed shall be 

allowed at least 60 sq . ft. of floor space . 
(b) Every hospital shall be of sound permanent construction 

with impermeable washable walls to a height of at least 
5 ft. on the inside with proper water supply and efficient 

sanitary arrangements. 
(c) - Every hospital shall have pure piped water supply and 

the wards, consulting room , operation theatre and dispensary 

shall each have a water point over a suitable glazed sink . 
(d ) The following departmentals shall be provided : 

(1) General ward for males; 
(ii) General ward for females; 
( iii) Separate labour room and Family planning Centre; 
(iv ) Infectious ward with separate sanitary arrangements; 
(v ) Out-patient department with sufficient waiting space 

for patients to wait under cover preferably situated 

in a separate block from general wards; 
(vi) Minor operation and dressing room ; 
(vii ) Dispensary and drug stores; 
(viii ) Consulting room so arranged that patients can be 

examined in privacy ; 
General Stores; and 
(x ) Kitchen for cooking (dy proofed ) 
(e) In every hospital, free transport facilities shall be provided 

for carrying patients to and from Group Hospitals . 


34. (1) Group Hospitals:- In order to pruvide in -patient treatments 
which are not available in the Garden Hospital the planters should join 
together through trust or other institutional device and provide joint 
Group Hospital sharing the expenses proportionate to the number of 
wirkers or they should make arrangements, with the nearest Group 
Hospital were such facilities exist.

(6 ). Each hospital shall have provision for 

Operation theatre, X -ray , Physio Therapy, Labour rooms, Facilities 
for treatment for V. D., T. B. and Dental disease, consulting and examin 
ation room , Clinical Laboratory of satis actory standard , Office room and 
Stores for linen az well as medicine , Lavatory and bath rooms, and 
kitchen (flý proofed ). The out-patient block consisting of examination 
room , office etc., should preferably be at some distance from the wards. 
Separate wards shall be provided for males , females , maternity cases and 
small isolated wards for infectious diseases: 

Provided that X -ray and Physio Therapy blocksmay not be provided 
if satisfactory arrangements are made by employers to provide these 
facil.ties with some hospital approved by the Chief Inspector 

(7) Every Group Hospital shall have such medical and other stafi 
as may be specified by the State Government from time to time. All 
medical officers in a Group Hospital shall be qualified medical practitioners . 
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(8) , A properly equipped ambulance shall be maintained in every 
Group Hospital for the use of seriously ill patients free of charge. Where 
however themaintenance of an ambulance is too costly for a Group spital, 
such Group Hospital shallmake free suitable transport acrange.cat for tran .

35. Equipments and drugs.-- (a ) Every Dispensary, Garden Hospital and 
Group Hospital shall maintain such equipments and drugs, as may be speci 
fied by the State Government.

Rules 32,39 of the 
Kerala Plantation Labour Rules, are necessary to make the implementation 
of the Rules more workable . For the purpose they have made certain 
amendments to the above Rules. To make the Rules more precise phrases 
such as " wherever possible " , "may " etc., occuring in the Rules are omitted . 

Rule 32 is amended so thatthe Group hospital in a plantation may serve 
as a garden hospital in which it is situated if there is no garden hospital in 
the same plantation . 

The date line specified in Rule 33 (1 ) is obsolete because the time limit 
for the establishment of medical institutions elapsed long ago . Hence the 
date line is deleted .

Explanation - 1. The term " once in a period of two calendar years

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Explanation — II. The term " once in a period of four calendar years" 

means once in each block of four calendar years starting from 
the year 1976. Thus, the concession on the first occasion will be 
admissible during the block of four consecutive years 1976-79 . 
On subsequent occasions it will be admissible during the calendar 
years 1980-83, 1984-87 and so on . Employees who are entitled 
to the concession for journeys to their home town shall also be 
eligible to avail themselves of the concession for journeys to any 
place in India once in a block of four years; but, if this 
concession is utilised , it will be in lieu of and adjusted against 
the concession for journeys to home town including the conces 
sion , if any, carried forward to which they may be entitled at 
the time the journey to any place in India is undertaken . Such 
employees shall be entitled to carry forward the concession to 
travel to any place in India to the first year of the next block of 
four years only if they are entitled to a carried forward 

concession to home town for that year. 
It is also clarified that in the case of such employees as have carried 

forward the concession to the home town pertaining to the block 
1974-75 to 1976 , only one out of the three journeys (including 
the above carried forward ) that they are entitled to in the block 
of years 1976-79 can be utilised for performing a journey to a 
place other than the home town. In view of the provision for 
carry forward , this journey can either be performed in the period

In exercise of the powers conferred by subsection (1) and clause; (b ) 
and (©) of subsection (2) of section 162 of the Kerala State Housing Board 
Act, 1971 ( 19 of 1971 ), read with sections 25 and 26 thereof, the Kerala 
State Housing Board hereby makes the following regulations for regulating 
the procedure for the allotment of houses and sites under any of the schemes 
of the Housing Board , the samehaving been app.oved and confirmed by the 
Government as required under subsection (3 ) of the said section . 

1. Short title and commencement.- (a ) These regulations may be called 
“ Th : Kerala State Housin ;Bard (Allotment of house or site and consti 
tution of committee :) regulations 1976 ” . 

( ) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. In these regulations, unless the context otherwise 
requires: 

(a ) Act means, the Korala State Housing Board Act, 1971 
(19 of 1971) 

(b ) “ Allotment ” means offer to sell a house or site in any scheme 
sponsored by the Board to any persons, subject to such terms and conditions 
as may be fixed by the Board from time to time. 

( c ) “ Allottee 

means a person to whom an allotment has been 
made under these regulatio u; and includ :3 the legal heirs or assignees of 
such allottees. 
( d ) “ Allotment Gonmittee " 

means an allotment committee 
constituted by the Byard under these regulations for a specified area or areas 
for the purpose of allotment of houses or sites in any of the schemes under 
taken by the Board within that specified area or areas . 

(e ) “ Bord " means the Kerala State Housing Board . 
(f ) “ Gyverament" means the Government of Kerala . 

(5 ) "Hue" mans a building, flat o : tenement constructed under 
any of the schemsof the Board and include the premises thereof.

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(h) " Site" means a plot laid out and developed by the Board for 
construction of a house under any of the schemes of the Board , 

(i) " Economically weaker section " means the class or persons whose 
annual income does not exceed Rs. 4,200 . 

( j) “ Low IncomeGroup ” means the class of persons whose annual 
income exceeds Rs. 4,200 but does no, exceed Rs. 7,200 . 

(5 ) " Middle IncomeGroup” means the class of persons whose 
annual income exceed : Rs. 7,200 but does not exceed Rs. 18,000 , 

Note: In the case of defence (scryice ) personnel the maximum 

linit will be raised to Rs . 24,000 per annum . 
(1). “ Neighbourhood ” means the Panchayat area surrounding a city 
or a municipality 

3. Offer of houses or sites for allotment. — a ) Whenever the Board has 
developed sites or constructed house in pursuance of any scheme the Board 
may offer all or some of the sites or houses for allotment of such sites or houses. 
Due publicity by notice shall be given in respect of the allotment of houses 
or sites, specifying their location , number, the amount payable as 
money, the last date for submission of application for allotment and such 
other particulars including special conditions, if any, in cases where the 
scheme is of a specialnature , as may be considered necessary by the Board . 
The notice shall be affixed on the notice hoard in the Board s Office and in 
such other offices as the Board may decide from time to time and shall also 
Le published in not less than three daily newspapers having the widest 
circulation in the area in which the scheme has been undertaken 
by the Board . 

(b ) Advance registration of applicants.--With a vićw to ascertain the 
demand from public for houses/ flats/ sites in any area in which a Housing 
scheme is proposed to be implemented by the Board , the Board may at its 
discretion invite applications for registrations of names accompanied by such 
earnest money deposit and registration fee as may be prescribed by the 
Board from time to time. In such cases, the allotments will be made by 
the allotment committee only to those eligible applicants who have registered 
thcir lames in advance . 

4. Reservation of houses or sites for certain groups . - The Board may at its 
discretion reserve houses or sites as the case may be in any scheme for 
allotment to any specified class of persons like employees in any office or 
establishment or industry in the city or municipality in which the scheme is 
implemented or in its neighbourhood . In the case of such a special reserved 
schene, applications for the houses or sites covered by such schemes would 
be considered only if they are made by persons belonging to the groups 
concerned. Applications from eligible applicants in such cases will be 
placed before the allotment committee which will decide on the allotment 
at its discretion , subject to the special conditions of the scheme concerned . 
In zil other cases, applications will be received from all persons who may be 
eligible to apply under the general conditions laid down under these 
regulations. 
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5.General conditions of eligibility for allotment.- (a ) Ordinary 
residing in the City , Municipality or other places in which the scheme is 
sponsórcd and who do not have a house or site of their own in the arca 
concerned arc eligible to apply for allotment. This condition will , how 
ev r, be relaxable by the a lotment committee at its discretion , in the case 
of persons who are not at the time of application residents, but who intend 
to reside permanently in such City, Municipality or other place in future . 
In such cases, the intention should be expressly stated in a declaration to be 
made byteapplicant in the application forin . Per ons lic onging to the 
Armed Forces, Government servants subject to transfer and thers who are 
thenselves living elsewhere , but are obliged to keep t.cir fisnilies in the 
area concerned for reasons of domicile will be eligible to apply , if they state 
these facts in a declaration attached to the application . The allotment 
committee may m ke such further verification as it thinks fit in th ir cases . 

(b ) A person shall not be cligible to apply for any allotment of a 
house or sites under these regulations if the spouse or any of the minor 
children of such persons already own or has already been allotted by the 
Board a house or site in the City or Municipality or its neighbourhood in 
which the scheme is undertaken.. 

6. Incone qualifications.-- Odinarily in respect of Low Incon Group 
Housing Scheme and Middle Income Group H using Scheme, applications 
received from the persons within the income group prescribed in these 
regulations only will be considered . Notwithstanding the above , persoas with 
income in the Middle Income Group may be permitted to apply for houses 
or sites in the cheme either for the Middle Income Group or the Low 
Income Group . Sinilarly persons in the L. I. G. with an annual income 
not exceeding Rs. 4,200 may apply for allotment either in the L. I. G. 
or in the E. W. S. Applications from persons in the L. I. G. for the 
houses or sites meant for theMI. G. will not be considered unless they 
are joint applications from husband and wife and the applican s agree to 
pooltheir combined income and also declare their intention to apply 
jointly for the allotment. In all cases of allotment, the Board must be 
satisfied invariably ahout the applicant s financial capacity to meet the 
requirements of the schem .. 

7. Applications how to be made. - Applications for allotment of houses 
or sites shall be made to the Regional Engineer of the concerned housing 
unit within the time limit specified in regard to cach scheme, in the 
form approved by the Board from timeto time. The form may be obtain 
cd on piyment of the price from the office of the concerned Housing 
Unit . The applications should be accompanied by a bank draft , or cash 
for the amount fixed as earnest money deposit by the Board , from time 
to time in relation to any schemr. A true copy of the assessmont orders 
from the Incometax Department as regards the applicants gros : income for 
the year prior to the year of application , in case the applicant is an 
Incometax assessee or a certificate from the Tahasi!dar of the Taluk con 
cerned as regards income from lands, if any , owned by the applicant 
should accompany the application .

Each 
special allotment committee may be constituted by the Board on an ad-hoc 
basis and shall be dissolved when the purpose is over .

In case he is absent, thememb:rs of the allotment 
committee who are presentmy choose one among themselves to preside over 
themeeting as Chairman .. 

(4 ) All questions which may come before the allotment committee at 
any meetings shall b : deciiled by a majority of the members present 
voting at themeting and in every case of equality of votes the Chairman or 
the members presiding as the case may be shall have a second or casting 
votes . 

(5 ) A non -officialminber of an allotment com nittee shall hold office 
as such so long as he continues to be a member of the Board unless he sooner 
resigns his office as such . 

10. Consideration of application .by the allotment committee.— (a ) (i) All 
applications received by the Regional Engineer in the prescrided form 
within the time limit specified in respect ofany scheme for the allotment of 
house/site by the Housing Board except those which are intended to be sold 


and 
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in auction to the highest bidders, should be collected and scrutinised by the 
office of the concerned unit of the Housing Board , as regards compliance 
with the conditions of eligibility to apply . After such verifications , the 
valid applications should 

be placed 

before the allotment committee 
concerned , set up under these rules. 

(i ) The allotment committee may make such further verification of 
the applications before it , as it thinks fit ,before taking final decision on the 
allotment. The proceedings of the allot:nent committee shall be subject to 
the confirmation by the Board . 

(b ) Once a scheme has been notified under regulation (3 ) or 
regulation (3A ) for public allotment and the allotment committee has made 
allotments under these regulations, applications subsequently received for 
allotment of vacant sites, if any, in such scheme need not be placed before 
the allotment committee. The Secretary of the Board or other authority 
authorised by the Board shall allot such vacant sites/buildings

considering the applications that may be received for the purpose. 

11. Preference to be shown to certain types of applicants.- Preference 
may also be givea to applications for allot nent of houses or sites to those 
whose lands or houses have been acquired by the Board or

authority for a public purpose, provided they are otherwise qualified and 
eligible for the allotment. Preference may also be given to married persons 
and among then those with children , as against unmarried persons. 

12. Basis of allotment of houses or sites. - In order to ensure that there 
is a fair and equitable distribution of houses or sites in any scheme among 
the different classes of citizens houses or sites may be reserved for any of the 
following groups in each general scheme, according to the 

percentages 
indicated below . These percentages will be observed in the allotments to be 
made among the eligible applicants and will be subject to the preferences 
mentioned in Regulationsll. If in any general scheme, sufficientnumber of 
applicants belonging to any of the groups for which percentages have been 
preseribed in these regulations are not available, the houses or sites left over 
within the percentage specified may be transferred to the general pool and / 
or any suitable other pool and allottei among the applicants in that pool. 
The houses or sites not covered by any of the categories mentioned below 
will form the general pool. The allotment will be made by the committee 
by drawing lots from among the eligible applicants . 

(a ) For scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 20 % of the houses or 
sites. 

(b ) Public servants (Central, State and Local Authorities ) 

(i) la Trivandrum City and neighbourhood 30 % 
(ii) In Cochin and Calicut cities and neighbourhood . 20 % 
(iii) The rest of the State 10 % . 

( c) Ex-Servicemen and serving personnel and persons . retired from 
public service 8 %

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(ii) In 


(d ) Persons belonging to the learned professions who are either 
self employed or are in private service 

(Doctors, Lawyers, Nurses , 
Teachers , Engineers etc ) —8 % 

e) Persons e nployed in commercial firms, public and private sectors 
of industry ,banks etc. 
(i) In Trivandrum City and neighbourhood — 15 % 

Cochin and Calicut cities and neighbourhood — 20 % 
( iii) In Quilon , Alwaye, Kottayam , Trichur, Cannanore Munici 
palities and neighbourhood-15 % 

(iv ) In other areas of the State — 10 % 

(f) 5 % of the total number of plots in Boards scheme areas shall be 
reserved as employees quota provided there is sufficient demand from the 
employees. 

To meet the problems of special cases which may not satisfy 
any of the above criterion , but will satisfy the conditions laid down under 
the various kinds of schemes , the Chairman may allot in his personal 
discretion not more than 10 % of the houses or sites in any schemes . 

( h ) The allotment committee may also prepare a waiting list 
of eligible applicants for each category or in general, in relation to a 
particular scheme in a locality upto 50 % of the total number of houses or 
sites that may be available on surrender or withdrawals by allottees subse 
quently. The persons in thewaiting list will be informed about this and 
in case they apply for the houses or sites in any other schemes, they should 
mention this fact in the application for that scheme.

In G. O. (Ms) 138 / 75 / TD . dated 11-10-1975 sanction was accorded for 
the creation of an Inter-State Investigation Cell with an officer in the grade 
of Assistant Commissioner of Agricultural Incometax and Salestax to make 
enquiries in cases referred to the Officers of this State from the States and also 
to get such enquiries being done by the officers in other States in cases where 
information is required for assessment of the above within the State.
